This Conavntion will represemt, and si t k 
to give definite shape and expression to the 
new policy which the inexorable logic of 
events has forced upon the State of Ken- 
tucky. No observer is so dull as to over- 
l*M>k the profound and radical change in 
public sentiment respecting the institution 
of slavery which has oecured in that spon- 
taneous, silent, magical way, which fur- 
nishes the best possible augury for its con- 
tinuance and increasing development. 
For the mode of this change shows it to bo 
' organic and vital, and therefore charged 
with the energies of growth. It is no Hash 
of sudden enthusiasm; [no hasty unrellect- 
ing response to the magnetism of some 
powerful and eloquent lwader. Neither is 
it the manifestation of party drill and co- 
herence. 

We have no doubt tho example and the 
aealous and manly efforts of a few deter- 
mined and self-sacrilicing patriots have 
done much towards promoting this change, 
by giving it public expression, and thus 
brinninn it, so to speak, promptly and fully 
to the self-consciousness of those in whom 
it was already transpiring. Immortal hon- 
or l i the knightly few who entered tho 
arena with alacrity and courage when the 
odds against them MMMi overwhelming. 

The value of their labors, and the Mat 
qualities which enabled them to carry these 
through to a proximately triumphant re- 
sult, we need not be afraid of overrating. 

Numbers were against them, but "wind 
and sun" were in their lavor. The tide of 
events coincided with their line of move- 
ment. They were but MMMI with the 
harvest already whitening for their sickles. 
It is impossible on any other supposition to 
account for the apparent magnitude of their 
achievements. 

No more signal and impressive evidence 
of the vast and pervading change w hich has 
taken place could be cited than the course 
of the Louisville .Journal. Our readers all 
know what that course has been. The 
change in that paper is all the more signifi- 
cant that it does not represent any change 
<>r view as to the propriety or morality of 
emancipation abstractly MMMi, on the 
part of its conductors. They make no 
claim to any such revolution or advance of 
sentiment. They state with much explicit- 
ness that their views have nut clmwjctl; but 
that they hold them oj abeyance. Why in 
abeyance? MM they have no longer a 
constituency to receive and organize them 
into public opinion and law. 

For no one can suppose for a moment 
that they would pMJpetMM the inconceiv- 
able absurdity of suppressing their opiuions 
and "holding them in abeyance" at the 
;>c>bif o/ I heir patronage. This phenomenon 
in the Journal office, therefore, is to be 
taken as a very important sign of the times. 
And iu connection with manifold other 
signs justifies the assumption that the real 
loyalty of the State is fully roady for einan- 
ci|>.ition. 

It will ho the chief purpose of this Con- 
vention to give complete and definite shape 
to this public sentiment, and forecast in a 
greater or less degree the policy by which 
it can be most successfully and 
speedily realized in legislation. It 
will probably Ixs less a purely par- 
tizan Convention than any that has been 
held in the State for several years. The 
question of Emancipation will furnish am- 
ple common ground for all truly loyal 
men. And we trust that the deliberations 
of the convention will be such as to result 
in a platform which shall separate the 
aheep from the goats and give us a sharp 
•nd definite and continuous boundar}' line 
between loyalty and treason. The public 
will expect a friendly, animated, and thor- 
ough discussion of the prime question 
which has occasioned this assemblage of the 
people in all its bearings. And out oi MM 
discission, it is not unreasonable to antici- 
pate that tiie most feasible, safe, and readi- 
ly applicable schemo will emerge for^ ac- 
complishing the rescue and renovation of 
the State. 

We have published scveaal articles from 
an able jurist advocating a convention of 
the people for amending our State constitu 
tion, in a maimer contrary to the provisions 
in that constitution for its own amendment. 
The argument is based on the ground that 
such provision is null because of its vari- 
ance with the bill of rights which is more 
fundamental and authoritative than itsctf. 
The argument seems to us sound and con- 
clusive. But we are not at all disposed to 
dogmatize upon it, or insist upon the policy 
MJBMMl by it. Indeed, the amendment 
of the Federal Constitution seems to us a 
surer and readier meaus of solving this im- 
mediate problem. And this measure is 
liable to neither technical nor moral objec- 
tions. The Convention will liud no diffi- 
culty in securing an almost unanimous 
expression in favor of it. Such an expres- 
sion will be suggestive to the Legislature of 
the Mate and will be instrumental in reas- 
suring those members who already concur 
in tho measiiro, and securing the adhesion 
of those who waver. And whether the peo- 
ple of Kentucky decide to amend their con- 
stitution or not, tho people of the l ulled 
Slates will certainly amend theirs, and 
present indications are that this will l>e ac- 
complished at least as soon as the amend- 
ment of our State Constitution could he, 
even If the obstructive clause were ignored. 

BM we shall be ready and eager to con- 
cur in any measure or MMM which 
are at once just, loyal and practical. 

One thing is unequivocal. Tho Conven- 
tion itself stands for emancipation. The 
abstract question, therefore, as to the pro- 
priety of cximmittiug itself to the policy of 



surface to vitals, the radical surgery that 
cuts it clean out at a stroke is recognized 
not only as conservatism, but as the laat 
resort of conservatism. The farmer prunea 
tho dead limbs from his orchard with an 
exclusively conservative aim. Such sur- 
gery and such gardening in the political 
sphere are now demanded iu Kentucky, aa 
pre-eminently conservative acts. 

Let the original Emancipationists remem- 
ber that their adlierents are now a host, 
where a few months ago they were but a 
handful. The men who have undergone 
such a profound change of sentiment are 
prepared by it for radical measures. 
Those slaveholders who have made up 
their minds to acquiesce iu emancipation, 
will second whatever policy will secure it 
most effectually. Those who have not will 
not now be won by velvet-footed approach- 
es or gingerly appeals. 

The patient who has mustered resolution 
to submit to the surgeon's knife will select 
the operator who cut* to the bone quickest. 

We believe the loyal people of Kentucky, 
in the main, are in just this mood. They 
are obviously in advance of their political 
leaders on this subject. 

Now, therefore, is tho nick of time to 
come forward with a bold policy coincident 
with these advanced lines of the popular 
will. And those leaders who lag now will 
be inevitably dropped.

The Richmond F.xanliner of the MMi 
gives the following editorial, which is strik- 
ingly significant of the public temper at the 
capital: 

When, in any crisis of a nation's fate, 
men are seen to lose their heads and to look 
all around them in wild alarm, it is a proof 
that they at least are subdued. If the mass 
of their countrymen had no more presence 
of mind than they have, the doom of all 
would be near at hand. We have aoaM 
such frightened counsellors in the Confed- 
raey at ti.is moment, and their wild out- 
cries grate and jar dreadfully upon the gen- 
erally calm and resolute tone of tho coun- 
try. They do not help, but hinder. Thev 
resemble the sinking passengers in the 
tempest, to whom tho boatswain had to 
say, "You marour labor: keep your cabins; 
you do assist the storm." < >ue public jour- 
nal exhorts these Confederate States to 
throw themselves back into the arms of 
Kngland, France and Spain, the powers 
which lirst planted colonies here; acknowl- 
edge that we were young birds that Md 
broken the shell too soon; to recant all those 
high words we have had in our mouths for 
two or three generations about liberty, 
rights of man ami democracy, and promise 
not to do so any more. To be sure the poor 
frightened creatures tell us to take this 
course if we should prove unable to main- 
tain our cause against our enemies; but to 
utter the suggestion, above all to utter it 
now, is to say too plainly, not if we should, 
but that we have, proved ourselves unable 
to sustain ourselves. That is, that we are 
beaten, overmatched, overwhelmed, aud 
ready to sink. 

Comeall ye good Christians and receive us, 
anil take us to yourselves as your vassals, 
and liege subjects forever! The blind panic 
of the writer makes him eveu unable tosee 
that neither England, France, nor Spain, 
the three combined, would touch us with 
the end of the longest pole, if are ont o made 
so helpless an exhibition of ourselves. Na- 
tions lire not t «ood Sumarituno. If they see 
a weaker brother fallen among thieves, 
wounded and lying half dead, thev do not 
trouble themsel vi s abi/Ul his hard fall; do 
not even pass by on tho oiher side, but ex- 
plore his pockets if peradventure there be 
somewhat lelt to take away from him. 1 1* 
neither Fngland nor France will so much 
as recognize us — not know even of our ex- 
istence—while we are vigorously battling 
and beating back a gigantic invasion, year 
alter year, relying on our own prowess and a 
good cause, and at le also to offer them ad- 
vantageous alliances and reciprocal bene-!

Yankees. We have uot the choice. The 
very proposal suggested to be made tOtaMM 
powers would prove that wearealready sub- 
jugated; woitlu I..- an admissionthat we had 
s.-i up a pretension we could not support, and 
provoked an enemy we could not light; aud 
they would coldly bid us creep back into 
the Union and stay there. They would un- 
derstand that the Tinted Stales, this Con- 
federacy subdued, must be the ruling pow- 
er of the West. Then they would lie glad 
to cement their friendship with our ene- 
mies by treating us with contutnel3 r , and 
would so endeavor to make a general treaty 
settling the affairs of America and giving 
guarantees both to Mexico and Canada. 
Oue is ashamed even to refute and rebuke 
this mean suggestion, begotten by terror 
upon ignorance. It wouki be pleasing to 
think we should never hear more of it, but 
then there is another and not very dissimi- 
lar in kind or in origin; another counsellor, 
who also, of course, takes for granted that 
we are virtually conquered; who adv IBM 
its to make known to European nations 
that we are ready to abolish shivery; that 
slavery shall not be permitted to prejudice 
our recognition as a nation, and wo are as- 
sured that this would secure recognition, 
aud, perhaps, intervention. It Ls not al- 
leged that Fngland or France, or the Gov- 
ernment of either, has ever said or hinted 
that thev would make this bargain. 

The M amounts, exactly, to an invita- 
tion to Fugland, to France, or to one of 
them, to make war upon the United States, 
in order to save us from Yankee domina- 
tion, and in return we are to offer them 
what the destruction of our labor empow- 
ers, which would leave us of no use |o them 
or ourselves, or to anybody else. It is said, 
indeed, that this would be a great conces- 
sion to the opinion of mankind, which is 
anti-slavery, and the evil consequences 
would fall upon the unfortunate negro 
whom we should thus basely abandon. 
Very well. Thou it would be a most hu- 
miliating confession of defeat. We must 
not deceive ourselves. It signifies nothing 
to say that we would rather ^ive up slavery 
than be Mtj o o tod to the Yankee.

It is for want of confidence in the effi- 
cient administration of our military affairs, 
which are the only affairs.

General We it /.el advanced his skirmish 
lino within fifty yards of the fort, while the 
garrison were kept in their bombproofs by 
tho lire of the navy, and so closely that 
three or four men of the picket line ven- 
tured upon the parapet and through Ihe 
sallyport of the works, capturing a horse, 
which thev brought off, killing, the order- 
ly, who was the bearer of a dispatch from 
the chief of artillery of General Whiting.

In many points of this view, this Con- 
vention is of vast importance.

vYilmingtou Failure. 

The correspondence between Gen. But- 
ler and Admiral Porter relative to the fail- 
ure at Fort Fisher will la? found on our first 
page. The Admiral is evidently in an un- 
pleasant humor about the matter. We no- 
tice in our exchanges a disposition to take 
sides with navy or army in discussing the 
merits of the case. Those journals that are 
prone to accept the rebel or "Beast'' theory 
r< apt ding Butler, are assuming the champ- 
ionship of the navy. And a few others do 
the same. Our readers are aware that we 
do not value off-hand newspaper criticisms 
of battles at a distance, at a very high fig- 
ure. Thev are generally based on exceed- 
ingly imperfect reports, and occasionally 
•n wilfully partial aud false ones. 

About tbe sum of all one can wisely say 
Mp ''ting the failure at Wilmington istliat 
the job of capturing the place proved too 
heavy for tbe force and appliances made use 
of. The rivalry between the army and 
naw is an old fact and it often flames up 
into a most feverish jealousy. 

Admiral P . rler embodies in himself a 
large amount of this feeling, and made dili- 
gent display of it during his service on the 
Mississippi. That it essentially interferes 
with the discharge of his official duties we 
do not believe. To our personal knowledge 
tin Admiral d isapproved of Gen. Grant's 
final and successful plan for the capture of 
Yicksburg, at the time, when and for some 
day* or even weeks, alter the grand move- 
ment commenced, which placed our army in 
the rear of that town. His feelings, in fact, 
bordered on disgust, but he, nevertheless, 
did the work which was appointed him in 
programme of the siege. And the result 
did not vindicate his foresight. Those who 
know him well are aware that his sense of 
loyalty Is rather more profound for the 
navy than for anything else, even the gov- 
ernment itself. 

This expedition was his own scheme. It 
had been prepared without regard to ex- 
pense. Such a lloating armament never 
sailed from port. Personal and profession- 
al pride were at stake in the issue. It was 
of course a sore and bitter mortification to 
the Admiral to encounter such a dead-lock 
in the enterprise. But he certainly made 
unseemly haste in intimating that the fault 
attached to the laud forces. The facts as 
they appear in these two letters seem to be 
about these; thebombardnynt of Fort J -ish- 
er although skillfully performed and ter- 
rific almost beyond precedent did not ma- 
terially damage the works. Gen. Butler 
and Gen. Weitzel after a oareful reconnois- 
ance concluded that they c ould not success- 
fully make an assault without the works 
i, fir damaged. In short the Navy couldn't 
crack the nut, and the army couldn't ex- 
tract the meat till it .wow cracked. We don't 
see anything here for mutual crimination. 

We think the Admiral's visible sneer 
where he wishes "some more of your gal- 
lant fellow* had followed the officer who 
took the flag from the parapet," «Jfcc., a little 
grain shabby. The officer who did that 
teat escaped as by miracle from a shower of 
iron missiles fired from our own fleet. To 
have led a storming into that "iron hail" 
would have l*een murder in the first de- 
gree, and to a very extensive degree. But 
that s'orm from our own guns was the only 
means of prec luding a still more destruc- 
tive one from the seventeen less by two of 



F.ow the Conflict Is to be Handed Down. 

The manifestations in Savannah don't 
tally altogether with the' high-sounding 
of the rebel leaders that the Yankees 
verrun but can never conquer the 
chivalry— never, never! Jeff Davis thinks 
all the "vital points" of the Confederacy in 
Federal possession would not materially 
weaken the rebel cause. And that when 
all the strong arms of this generation have 
fallen in the palzy of death the conflict will 
be taken up by the young arms of the next. 
When Sherman commenced his brilliant 
and daring campaign through Georgia the 
rebel press were everywhere sure of his 
speedy and utter overthrow. It was 
,.s easy as if not falling off a log, at least 
as converting a tree into a log. The peo- 
ple along the route had but to do their 
duty, to destroy forage and subsistence, to 
tear down bridges, fell trees in all the roads, 
to spread the ruin in front of Sherman 
which 'cis army would be sure toleave in 
its rear. And of course they would do 
their d utfV for their loyalty was towering, 
immense, invincible. Men, women and 
childr su would crowd all the highways in 
pursuit of their own martyrdom, rather 
than to bear the eternal, unsj>eakable, un- 
imaginable shame of allowing the 
ruUiless invader to traverse their sa- 
cred soil without molestation or hin- 
•Jrance. But that particular style of 
loyalty to a broken down cause, somehow 
failed to present itself to our victorious le- 
gions as they trudged quietly and steadily 
onward. And the aspect of affairs now in 
fSevannah neutralizes rebel predictions in a 
similar way. The Mayor of the city who 
doubtless represents public opinion as fully 
and justly as any one person could, called 
• public meeting "to take into considera- 
tion matters relating to the present and fu- 
ture welfare of the city." The Savannah 
Republican describes the meeting as a 
large one, and composed of influential cit- 
izens: 

Resolutions were adopted, first, that we 
accept the position of the surrender of the 
city, and in the language of the President 
of "the United States, seek to have peace In- 
laying down our arms and submitting to 
the national authority under the Constitu- 
tion, leaving all questions which remain to 
be adjusted by the peaceful means of legis- 
lative conference and to the voters. 

2d. That, laying aside all differences and 
burying bygones, we will use our best en- 
deavors to* bring back the prosperity and 
commerce we once enjoyed. 

3d. We do not put ourselves in the posi- 
tion of a conquered city, as a King's terms 
of a conqueror, but claim the immunities 
. md privileges contained in the proclama- 
tion and message of the President, and all 
legislation in Congress in reference to a 
people situated as we are. 

4th. That we ask the Governor to call a 
convention of the people, to say whether 
tliey w lata the war continued. 

5th. That it is the unanimous desire of all 
present that Gen. Geary be continued as 
Military Commander of this post, and that 
for his "urba nity and kindness, he is enti- 
tled to our th anks. 

This signifies more than the simple fact 
that an unusual number of citizens there 
are, and have been, Union men from the 
first, ft means that the shrewder and saner 
part of the population see plainly sesOOgh 
that the game is up ; that ultimate submis- 
sion is inevitable, and that the longer it is 
postponed the less the gain and the greater 
the humiliation. We cannot doubt for a 
moment that had Savannah been captured 
two yet-rs ago, that meeting of influential 
citi/ n ns, called by the Mayor, would have 
remained in the limbo of undeveloped 
events. 

j»v tho Ginn all the "vital points" ars in 
our "i>osses*iMn, we shall hear of still larger 
meetings, a mtM more zealous attendance of 
inlluential citizens, nnd resolutions more 
ample aud empL'atic in the expression of a 
desire for the restoration of i>eace, and the 
"burying of by-gom**." It may be in Jell. 
Davis' nature, but it b< not in human wHiri 
to maintain itself in jKM-petual, incorrigi- 
ble and hopeless revolt a gainst a free and 
equitable government. We hope to soe the 
experiment tried of capturin g atl tbe "vital 
points.'' 

"Beyond Virginia'! border line 
His patriotism perisiu-.i." 

Gen. Lee is probably as honest a jnan as 
now lives in rebellion against his Govern- 
ment, lie had l>een an ollicer in th • U ni- 
ted States army over twenty-live years at 
the ois*v)reak of the rebellion. He VM 
sorely in doubt for a season which side lo 
espouse. He finally took (he left under the 
influence of that seductive delusion, State , 
sovereignty. He illustrates in his own ca- 
reer w hat a correspondent of the New York 
Post says of all the people he met on the 
great march from Atlanta to Savannah. 
"They seem," he says, "never to have had 
a conception of the nation as a unit." 
General Lee was alllicted with th is 
"vicious quitch" iu his intellect and his 
patriotism. He wrote to his sister April 20, 
LM, apologizing for his course, admitting 
that he saw no reassn for the revolution in 
the South, but the question with him was 
whether he should "take jxirt against his 
native State." No sense of paramount alle- 
giance to any government but that of Vir- 
ginia. If such a notion be correct there 
can be no such thing as the supremacy of 
Federal law. And the United States has 
never been a nation but au alliance of na- 
tions. Yet this IMJII— III folly and mad- 
ness no doubt led astray thousands 
of sincere and instinctively patriotic 
hearts. They were patriotic, but utterly 
confused as to whom or what their fealty 
was ,iue. General Lee's case is a melan- 
choly and impressive example of the power 
for mischief of a fundamental political 
falsehood. He was worthy and capable of 
belter tilings, a better destiny than to drift 
off into a hopeless, causeless and infinitely 
criminal rebellion, under so absurd and 
false a notion of allegiance.

The gunboat Acacea captured UaB M- 
mer Julia with 400 bales of cotton from 
Charleston for Nassau. The Julia arrived 
at Port Royal on the 28th. 

Col. Noble, 17th Connecticut, Lieut. Rice, 
Assistant Paymaster of Florida, and Capt. 
Young of Gen. Birney's staff, were capt ored 
by guerrillas, while en route from Jackaon- 
sonvillc to San Augustine. 

The Palmetto Herald will hereafter be 
printed at the oilice of the Savannah News, 
and will become daily, Mr. Mason, its pro- 
prietor, having removed to that city. 

The Herald's editorial correspondent, wri- 
ting Iroin Savannah under date of the 29th, 
say.-: nil the night of the capture of Savan- 
nah, when our forces took possession of 
Fort Jackson, the rebel rain Savannah 
opened fire on the fort. The guns being 
■piked, no resistance could be made, but a 
battery was soon broiiglit to bear on the 
rain and peppered her briskly. She be- 
ing well plated was invulnerable to each 
attack. She afterwards threw a few shells 
into the city, but the next night she endod 
her career by committing Buicide.

It says it is no slight testimony 
to the course taken by Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment ia its dealings with Federal 
America th»t Seward w ith an animus he 
caunot eonoaal is desirous to make the most 
of the opportunity offered him by the per- 
son responsible as the representative of the 
British nati»n. His letter indicates that he 
is prepared o make the most of the least 
ofheial slip that may be used on the part of 
the British Cabinet or any of its representa- 
tives. 

Mr. Sewaxl must bo hard driven when 
he finds it ntce&sary to express so much in- 
dignation inso trifling an aftair. 

The Tim« questions the wisdom and 
good taste ol Lord WharnclifTs offer, but 
it repudiateaMr. Seward's charges against 
British peop.e, and concludes by saying 
that he knovs that in every question raised 
by the existiig civil war we only move in 
lines already laid down for us by lawyers, 
statemen, conscience and public opinion of 
the United S ates. We are in the same case 
as they are, ind whatever abuse Mr. Sew- 
ard chooses to lavish upon us simply re- 
coils on the beads of his own people.

Sentinel contains a very important editori- 
al, believed to be from the pen of Jeff. 
Davis. Secretary Seward bad sent it to all 
foreign ministers as showing the complete 
exhaustion of the rebellion, and conse- 
quently the rebels are no longer entitled to 
consideration as belligerents. It says: "Our 
late successes done much towards preparing 
our people for extreme sacrifices if subju- 
gafed. The question is simply whether we 
shall give for our own use or whether the 
Yankees shall take for theirs. It would be 
more glorious to devote our means to suc- 
cesses than to lose them as spoils to tho 
enemy. 

Our situation, stripped of our resources 
but masters of our Government, would be 
infinitely better than if despoiled by the 
enemy and wearing his bonds. Subjuga- 
tion is a horror that embraces all other ter- 
rors. Troublous times are upon us; great 
exigencies surround us. We need all our 
strength and all our wisdom. Let there be 
a conference of our wise men; let there lie a 
calm investigation of our wants, and then 
let all obstacles to the employment of all 
our resources be removed. So long as we 
have a man or a dollar let the call for them 
be honored. It will be adding disgrace to 
our misery if we were overcome w ithout 
exhausting our resources in defence of the 
Govern iiient. 

If it determines that it needs our lands, 
hOMM, horses, money, orourselves, it must 
bavethML If Providence coudems us to a 
master let it not be Yankees. Of all the 
people on earth we have most reason to 
loathe and deride them. Any terms with 
any other would be preferred to'subjuga- 
tion by them. If statesmanship can't save 
us, it can our misery by saving us from the 
( Yankees. I »ur people would infinitely pre- 
fer a favorable alliauce with European na- 
tions. 

The Richmond F.nquirer, after comment- 
ing on the above, says if it be necessary to 
convince the world That we are lighting for 
the self-government of the whites, then we 
should liberate the negroes, and if that lib- 
eration should secure our recognition and 
tho guarantee of England and Fram e to 
our independence, we believe the people of 
these States would not hesitate to make the 
Sacrifice.

The thing is probable enough, though, as 
we have said, there is no authority for it be- 
yond f^-iug rumors. The inglorious IMS 
initiation ol the attempt of I'.utler and Por- 
ter to capture Wilmington has had a most 
cheerful effect on the spirits of our iteople, 
an ■fleet which w ill be infinitely heighten- 
ed when all the facts come to be fully un- 
derstood, as they soon will be through let- 
ters of intelligent correspondents, who wei s 
near the scene of operations. Not yet ha* 
the crushing defeat administered by Uragg 
and the small lorces under his command 
been fully appreciated. Still, enough is 
known to pro lueca decidedly cheerful feel- 
ing, and to effect gold, that barometer of the 
pul die pulse. 

During the first two days of thH week 
there was a very decided apprehension in
